As firft, where there is a Competitor for the Crown, 
who once ftood a very fair Chance for fucceeding, and 
a Party or Faétion_in the Kingdom more or leis con- 
fiderable (for that will not affect the Force of the Ar- 
gument) {till remaining in his Intereft, and when fuch 
a Party unanimoufly and ardently endeavours the Mi- 
nifter’s Overthrow, then the Prince mutt of courfe con- 
clude, that his Minifter’s Enemies and his own are the 
fame, and that the Servant is maligned for his Matfter’s 
Sake. 

2. Wuen the Enemies of a Minifter erect themfelves 
into a Cabal, and fet up a weekly Libel to abufe and 
aftront the Royal Family ; when they are not contented 
with defaming the Miniftry, but ftrike at all, and fearch 
into every Circumftanee relating to his Majeity’s Perfon, 
Family, and private Life, to publish them to the 
World in a contemptible Manner. 

Bur when their Malice rifes fo high as to arraign 
the Ads ef Nature, and the Providence of Almighty 
God, it is not to be wondered at, if it fhould infult the 
Retirements of a Princefs, and trample upon the facred 
Maietty of Kings.
